Extra of a letter. from the American Coun/ul at 
Lifoon, toa Mercantile Houje in Rboae-lfand, 
dated March 18, receswed by Capt. Perry. 

** | have the pleafure to inform you, that there 
_ is every reafon to believe that hoftilities will fooo 
be renewed between Portugal and Algiers, and 
that the Algerines will of courfe be thut op in 
their ports again, and our navigation be once 
more free from thofe pirates, though not from 
fome others much more injerious to our general 
commerce. ‘This Court has fent a frigate to 
Algiers, to inform the Dey that they would not 
ratify the Truce, and will never pay them any 
thing for a peace, being able and determined to 
proce their own trade and coait. But at the 
fame time I hope the United States will lend them 
fome aid, it being at leait as muck for ovr advan- 
tage as for that of Porwwgal that the Algerines 
fhould be confined.””

Puttapetemta, May 27. 

A gentleman in this city has received, from 
Rhode Ifland, a fhort account of a molt dreadful 
tranfaction, which lately took place on board a 
thip, belonging to Gardner and Clark, of New- 
port, employed in the African lave trade. This 
veflel was fent to Madagsfcar for a cargo of hu- 
man beings. On their paflage to the Weit-{n- 
dies, the poor wretches endeavored to recover 
that Liberty of which they were fo cruelly robbed 
—an awful confliét enfued, in which the Mate, 
Coope:, and three or four of the Seamen, were 
killed ; and. before the poor unfortunate Blacks 
were fubdued, fifty of them were put to death 
and fixty mortally wounded, fo that the total lofs 
was one hundred and ten! As this information 
may be depended upon, the public may exped to 
be painfully gratified, in a thort time, with the 
circamftances of this horrid and tragical bufinefs, 
more particularly detailed. 


Baussers, March 16. 

The French, it is pofitively afferted, have 
agreed togive a large fum of money to the king 
ot Pruffia, part of which has already patied their 
frontier, in confideration whereof, his Proffian 
majefty, who it is faid, does not feel himfelf im- 
mediately interefted in the war, figns with them 
a Treaty of PEAC@ and ALLIANCE. 

The two French Commiffioners at Frankfort are 
to put a finifhing hand to this bufinefs. 

The demand made by his Proffian majefty for 
bread and forage, to fo large an amount, is efti- 
mated at twenty millions of florins. The empe- 
ror has offered to pay the half, which bas been 
refufed, becaufe he owes the king of Proffia al- 
ready fifty millions, furnifhed him dcuritg the 
prefert war, the payment of which is now requi- 
red. Theking of Proffia, infead of diminith- 
ing his demand opon the Circles, in confequence 
of the difficulties it has met with, has augmented 
it. Henow demands, that they hall make good 
to him 260 German florins for every man that 
may defert, or be killed during the war. 

There is another report equally important, and 
which, if equally true, developes the views of 
the king of Proffia. It is faid that his troops ha- 
ving been admitted into that part of Silefia fill 
remaining to Auftria, have feized feveral pofts of 
importance, and particularly the paffages in the 
Carpathian monutains, which feparate that count- 
ry trom the other ftates of the Houfe of Auftria. 

In thort, fome believe that his defign is to pof- 
fefs himfelf of the remainder of Silefia, as an in- 
demnity, for the money lent the emperor. 

Lonpon, March 26, 

Monday in the houfe of C mmons, Mr. Grey 
faid, ‘* There wes one queftion which had been 
particularly put by fome honorable friends of his, 
and which had not yet received any anfwer from 
Minifters—it was refpeQing a ramor that prevail- 
edevery where for fome days, and was received 
with every appearance of a truth—He meant this 
plain queftion, ‘* Whether the king of Proffia 
had, or had not, withdrawn from the confederacy 
of the powers allied againit France? and thus 
left us engaged in a deftragtive and expenfive war, 
after taking from as fo eflential a part of the fop- 
port which he was bound to give.” fle confider- 
ed the whole of this queftion as requiring trom its 
importance a fpeedy difcaffion ; in hopes, there- 
fore, that it will foon come before the hoafe, he 
would mot now detain: them longer.’’-—Mr, Pitt 
remained fsent,
